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WHAT'S WRONG 
WITH THE SCHOOLS ? 


In spite of the increasing at- 
tention which is being given to 
education in England, a strong 
and widespread feeling exista 
that there ig something radical- 
ly wrong with a system which 
turns out young. people ‘‘educat- 
ed” in some respects, but with- 
out a sufficiency of practical 
knowledge to equip them for the 
stern realities of life. In parti- 
cular, the secondary schools, and 
even some of the public schools, 
are said to be failing in their 
essential tasks, . Recently we 
published a striking criticism 
along these lines. by Colonel 
Loftus, Headmaster of Barking 
Abbey School, who was at pains 
to show that England’s educa- 
tional system'is not producing

ate with the huge sums of 
money spent on the training of 
boys and girls. One of the corh- 
plaints made is that many 
schools boast of examination 
successes which, when analysed, 
mean practically nothing and 
which certainly do not appear 
to produce in the recipients of 
prizes either culture or an abili- 
ty to face life’s problems ser- 
fously. Thousands of boys and 
girls are being turned ouf. an- 
oually, more or less fitted to take 
}an academic course at the uni- 
versities, but quite unfitted to 
enter the world of work, 
Colonel Loftus, who speaks with 
dircet knowledge of the subicct, 
argues that the greater part of 
the present secondary school 
curriculum {is waste, and that 
real value in education could be 
obtained by scrapping the whole 
of it and starting afresh, mak- 
ing the boys’ and girls’ need the 
ruling factor—not the demands 
of the universities. Two ques- 
tions suggest themselves as in- 
dicating the needa of the timer 
edueationally—first, what is the 
essential knowledge which stud- 
ents should have on feaving 
school; secondly, --how can 
schools be organised economical- 
ly, simply. and efficiently to en- 
sure the acquisition of this 
essential knowledge by | the 
pupils? It is suggested’ 
that the‘ old. type ~ elemen- 
tary school, which concerned 
itself more with a sound ground: 


ing in essentials than with the | 


“frills” of education, - produced 
n better type of boy than 
modern methods do. This may

SOME POINTERS. 


Many are under the impression 
‘that-American- Football Js-essen= 
tially a game of brawn an@ muscle, 
Physical condition has certainly a 
lot to do with the success of a 
team, but in the modern game, the 
most important factors are decep- 
tion and speed, and muscle, and 
brawn take a decided back seat. 

When the tho teams line up for 
the opening kick off next Sunday 
at Caroline Hill (it having alrendy 
been decided who will kick and 
who will-recelye), it simply means 
that the-ball will- be put in play 
on the spot wkere the first tackle 
has been made, So ee 
Tho object of each team ‘is to 
gain possession of the ball and 
advance with it across their 
opponent's goal line. The distance 
between euch goal line is 100 
yards. They must do this only by 
gaining at least ten or-more yards 
out of every four trics. 

As an example: Lingnam, we 
will say, recclve the kick off and 
one of their men run it buck to- 
wards the Hongkong gonl line to 
the 26 yards fine, where he is 
tackled. Lingnam must then 
advance the ball to the 35 yards 
ling In four plays, or forfeit 
possession of the ball to Hong- 
kong. Lingnam, however, has

HOW TO ADVANCE. 


As previously stated an alterna- 
tive ia allowed, and it {a nearly 
always considered better to punt. 
In this cnse wo will ossume the 
punt has been mado and a Hong- 
kong playor has received the ball 
on the 60 yards line. He who 
catches the ball is free to run in 
any direction in order to carry the 
ball across or as close as possible’ 
to the Lingnam goal line. Once 
he has received the ball the player 
fs Hable to bo tackled at any part 
of the field. If-tackied,.the ball 
remains in Hongkong’s poascssion 
on the spot whero the“player was 
brought down. 

In advancing the ball, players 
are allowed to run ,with it, or 
pass it forward to a team-mate. 
The forwards pass is only allowed 
to originate from a position five 
or more yards to the rear of the 
line-up of the two teams.

ball carrier ebout to be tackled} 


can pass the ball laterally or back- 
ward, but not -forward to a 
colleague much the same us in 
rugby. ee 

Only one man on the offensive 
side is allowed to be in motion 
bofore a ball is passed, and he can 
only run parallel with the Hne-up 
or diagonally.backwards. He can- 
not run forward until the ball is 
“snapped.” The penalty | for 
breaking this rule is a five yards 
loss of ground..-Both lines, on 
offensive and defence are not 
allowed to charge’ forward until 
the ball {is “snapped.” The 
penalty in this case is also five 
yards, 


The success of a football tenm 
to-day depends almost entirely 
on the co-ordination of the

WHAT'S WRONG 
WITH THE SCHOOLS ? 


In spite of the increasing at- 
tention which is being given to 
eaucation in England, a strong 
and widespread feeling exista 
that, there is something radical- 
ty wrong with a system which 
.urns out young people “educat- 
eu” in some respects, -but with- 
out a sufficiency of practical 
knowledge to equip them for the 
s.ern realities of life. In parti- 
cular, the secondary schools, and 
even some of the public schools, 
are said to be failing in ther 
essential tasks. Recently we 
published a striking criticism 
along these lines by Colonel 
Loftus,, Headmaster of Barking 
Abbey School, who wag at pairs 
to show that England’s educa- 


-} tioual system is not producing 


results in any way commensur- 
ate with the huge sums of 
money spent on the training of. 
-boys-and:girls— One of-the com- 
plaints made is that many 
schools boast of examination 


successes which, when analysed, 


mean practically nothing and 
which certainly do not appear 
to produce in the recipients of 
prizes cither culture or an abill- 
ty to face life’s problema ser- 
fously. Thousands of boys and 
girls are being turned out an- 
nually, more ar less fitted to taks 
an academic. course at the uni- 
versitics, but. quite unfitted to 
enter the , world ‘of work, 
Colonel Loftus, who speaks with 
direct knowledge of.the subiecct, 
argues that the greater part of 
the present .secondary achonl 


‘curriculum is waste, and that 


real value in education could be 
obtained by scrapping the whole 
of-it and starting afresh, mak- 
ing the boys’ and girls’ need the 
ruling factor—not the demands 
of ,the universities; Two ques- 
tions suggest themselves as in- 
dicating the needs of the times 
educstionally—first, what is the 
essential knowledge which stid- 
ents should have on leaving 
school; “ sccondly, how 
schools be organised cconomical- 
ly, simply and efficiently to en- 
sure the acquis.tion of. this 
essential knowledge by ‘the 
pupils? It is suggested 
that’ the old ‘type ‘elemen- 
tary school,, which concerned 
itself more with a sound ground- 
ing in essentials than with the 
“frills” of edutation, .produced 
a better type of. boy than 
modern methods do. This may 
be an_ over-statement of the 
facts, but there is 9 sifficient

he could spend as he pleased. 


When the crisis came, the man 
with the overhead charges and no 
margin was eventually obliged to 
transform utterly his situation;

——Many-ara-under*tho- impression 
that American Football is essen- 
‘tlally a game of brawn and muscle, 
Physical. condition has: certainly a 
lot to do with the success of 2 
team, but in the modern game, the 
most {mportant factors are decep- 
tion and speed, and muscle and 
brawn take a decided back seat. 

When the thvo teams line up for 
the opening kick off next Sunday 
at Caroline Hill (it having already 
been decided. who will kick and 
who will receive), it simply means 
that the-ball will be put in play 
on the spot where the first tackle 
has been made, 

The, object of each team is to 
gain possession of the ball and 
advance with .it across their 
opponent's goal line, The distance 
between each goal line ts 100 
yards.
